moved the cough and pain in the ſide, though the 
Ague ſtill continued. 1 ventured at laſt to give 


bim eight doſes of common Bark, one drachm in 
each, which removed the Ague ſeveral weeks, and 
mended his habit much. A continuance of the 

Bark, twice a day, for ſometime after the Ague | 
ſtopped, brought on a frequent bleeding at the noſe. 


The Ague returned twice during the winter; 


but gave way ſoon to the ſame Bark, and he kept 


tolerably well till the ſetting-in of cold north-caſt 
winds in ſpring, when his Ague again returned, and 
brought with it the pain in the fide, a bloated icteric 


countenance, much hoarſeneſs and cough. After 


one more bleeding and the uſe of the Apozem for a 
month, I gave him ſix drachms of the Red Peru- 
vian Bark in April laſt, and have had the pleaſure 
to ſee him continue free from the Ague ſince that 
time, though he never repeated the doſe after it 
ſtopped, =

I have now indeed almoſt entirely laid ande the 
cuſtom of perſevering i in the uſe of the Bark after 
the intermittent is ſtopped. 1 have for ſometime 
ſuſpected that it anſwers no good purpoſe, and that 
it may poſlibly now and then be the reaſon why 
large quantities of good Bark have been given in 
vain. It is a well known Fact, that every ſpecies 
of intermittent complaint frequently returns in four- 
teen days after being interrupted by means of Bark, 
notwithſtanding that medicine is continued every 
day. May not the daily uſe of Bark ſo habituate 
the conſtitution to its effect as to render it alelck 
when the Intermittent returns ? 


I am now ſatisfied when I have put a ſtop to the 
expected paroxyſm, and preſcribe an anodyne to 
be in readineſs if ever the cold fit returns, adviſing 
my patient to have recourſe to the ſame quantity of 

Bark 
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Bark which he found neceſſary at firſt, and to take 
it as ſoon as the ſucceeding fever abates. I adopt- 
ed this practice a little time before I became ac- 
quainted with the ſuperior efficacy of the Red 
Bark, and thought i it an improvement, but ſince that 
tine Thave ſucceeded ſo well by giving fix or

the Peruvian Bark has often diſappointed the ex- 
peQation of the public ; having fallen greatly ſhort 
of that high degree of efficacy, for which writers of 
the laſt century, have ſo highly extolled it. Few 


Phyficians of extenſive practice, but muſt ſometimes 


| "have had the mortification to obſerve their favou- 
rite ſpecific entirely baffled by a regular intermit- 


tent, without being able to aſſign any probable cauſe 
ol the defeat, except the ungenuineneſs of the medi- 
cine ; Whence it would ſeem to follow, either that 
the intermittents of late years, have been more obſti- 


nate in their nature, or that the Bark has been of an 
inferior qualityto that which was uſed by Dr. Sypz x- 


nau, and many of his reſpeQtable contemporaries, 
of whoſe veracity we can entertain no reaſonable 
doubt. The latter appears to me to be the more
